{1] Continuation of the present pri- 
vate, unregulated industry; [2] forma- 
tion of monopolies under strict gov- 
ernment control, and [3] government 
ownership. 

Prepondérance of the evidence gath- 
ered by the committee Indicated that 
the second of there possibilities would 
be the most desirable, the President 
declared, adding that he had not yet 
finally made up his own mind. 

That there has been a strong 
within the committee toward com- 
plete government ownership of all 
communication systems, however, was 
hinted’ by Secretary Roper when he 
said that favoring of monopolies under 
control was “a very middie of the 
ground * outcome. 

Details Are Kept Secret. 

Details of the committee's recom- 
mendations to the President are being 
kept seeret until Secretary Roper can 
discuss them with Senater Clarence

CASH BOXES IN 
DAYLIGHT RAID 


Five Victims Bound 
by Gang. 


(Pictures on Back Page.) 

Seven robbers carrying cold chisels 
and sledge hammers as well as pis 
tols and shotguns invaded the safety 
deposit vaults in the olf Unity Trust 
and Savings bank at 3909 West North 
avenue yesterday afternoon, took five 
men prisoners, and after working for 
more than three hours fled with the 
contents of 96 boxes which they had 
smashed. 

The operators of the vaults said 
that it would be many days before it 
would be possible to learn what had 
been taken from the boxes, but the 
police estimated the loot at anywhere 
from $50,000 to $100,000. 

Robbers Carry Own Radio. 

Capt. Willard Malone and Lieut. 
James O’Brien of the Austin police sta- 
tion, who took charge of the investi- 
gation, said last night that they were 
convinced that the robbery was the 
The 
sevén men carried with them a radio 
receiving set and connected it in the 
vault. While they labored they were 
thus able to listen in on all the mes- 


It was shortly after 1 p. m. when 
three of the bandits, the advance 
guard for the others, appeared at the 
vaults. Although the Unity bank was 
closeil nearly a year ago, the safety 
vaults had been kept open daily and 
Joseph Kinch, 4134 North Kosiner 
avenue, the attendant, was on duty. 

Bind Vault Attendant. 

The trio thrust pistols against 
Kinch, tied him with ropes and laid 
him in the rear of the banking reom., 
behind what had formerly been the 
cashier's cage. 

A few minutes later the other four 
robbers appeared. One of these, ap- 
parently the leader, gave orders to 
the three with the chisels and ham- 
mers in a clear, determined voice. 

“Crack 87,” Kinch heard him say. 
“Now bit 317, and make it snappy. 
See what's in 49.’ 

The chief of the band, in the belief 
of Kinch, was reading frum a list. 
This caused the police to believe that 
in some manner the. gangsters had 
obtained accurate Information on the 
holders of boxes and: were able to 
make good guesses on which of the 
boxes promised the largest loot. 

While the box smashing was in 
progress the other three bandits stood 
guard at the front door. 

Peddier Seized at Door. 


The first visitor to step in was 
David Kolber, 53 years old, 2710 Poto- 
mac avenue, a peddler of Christmas 
ties and candy. As he opened the 
door a man whom he described -as 
about his own age seized him, thrust 
his hat down over his eyes, and threat 
ened him. 

As the peddier was being led into 
the deep shadows of the old banking 
room one of his candy boxes dropped 
to the floor and the bandit stepped 
on it. 

“Pardon me,” said the man with 
the pistol. ‘I seem to have busted 
up your store, dad. Well, it’s too bad. 
Here’s $3 for you. This is a bank 
stickup, not a candy store robbery. 
You keep quiet and you ll come out 
all right. Make any noise and we'll 
have to shoot you in the back.”

the Weirton Steel company, has vio- 
lated section 7 of the national recovery 
act are contained in a telegram sent to 
Weir tonight by Chairman Robert F. 
Wagner of the national labor board. 

The telegram said: 

“Inasmuch as you have refused to 
permit our representatives to conduct 
the elections under the rules of the 
national labor board and in accordance 
with the agreement signed by you, and 
have in addition interfered with the 
choice of represefitatives of your em- 
ployés in violation of section 7 of the 
national industrial recovery, act, the 
board therefore will proceed to take 
such action as it may be advised to 
enforce the agreement and the rights 
of thé employés.” 

Section 7. of the act guarantees em- 
ployés the right of collective bargain- 
ing with employers on wages and 
working conditions. 

Not Fighting NRA—Weir. 

Earlier in the day Weir addressed a 
letter to all employés in the company’s 
three plants asserting that neither he 
nor the company is opposing the NRA. 

Senator Wagner’s telegram was in 
reply to a letter from Weir on Monday 
in which the steel company head said 
the company would ignore the board’s 
rules for nominating enmiployé repre- 
sentatives for collective bargaining. 

The letters were an answer to a tre- 
mendous outcry by the workers regis- 
tered with their foremen in the com- 
pany plants today after rumors swept 
through their ranks that the company 
is “bucking” the government’s re- 
covery program. 

Laid to Misunderstanding. 

Weirton officials said the rumors 
had been started by a misinterpretation 
of the company’s position in its fight 
with the. national labor board over 
rules for election of collective bargain- 
ing representatives. 

The election is scheduled for Fri- 
day. 

Foremen. for the steel concern said 
scores of workers told them this morn- 
ing that they would quit before be- 
coming engaged in a “fight against 
the government.” | 

Text of Letter. 

“ It has come to my attention,” Weir's 
letter stated, “that reports are being 
circulated that the Weirton Steel com- 
pany is Opposing the national recovery 
act [NRA], These reports are abso- 
lutely . false, malicious, and witiaout 
foundation. The Weirton Steel com- 
pany was one of the first to subscribe 
to the steel code, and is adhering to 
the national recovery act in every re- 
spect and doing its utmost to advance 
the nationa] recovery program. This 
has nothing to do with our dispute 
with the labor board.

The bill gives to loca] officials, to 
city councils, village boards, and 
county boards the power to determine 
the number, kind and classification of 
licensed places. It also authorizes 
such local units to prohibit the sale 
of intoxicants within their limits. 


Good Character Required. 


If enacted the law would prohibit 
the issuance of a license to any per- 
gon not of good character and reputa 
tion, to one convicted of a felony, or 
to one who has been found gullty of 
keeping a house of il! fame or of pan. 
dering. It also would prohibit manu- 
facturers, Aistributors, and importers 
from furnishing fixtures or funds for 
retail establishments. 

One of the recent amendments pre 
scribes that “no distillate of the fer- 
mented mash or acereal or a mixture 
of cereals shall be labeled as whisky 
unless 75 per cent by volume has been 
aged tm oak for a period of not less 
than four years” and that any in- 


ferior mixture shall be labeled “ im! 
tation whisky.” 

The bill also carries the usual pro- 
visions for the protection of churches, 
schools, and other institutions and the 
prohibition of the sale of liquor dur 
ing election hours. It further provides 
for the “open vision” type of prem- 
izes. 

The state taxes proposed are on the 
gallonage basis—-2 cents on beer, 6 
cents on wine, and 25 cents on whisky. 
Gov. Horner has said that he will ask 
the senate to raise the whisky tax to 
50 cents a gallon, 

The local option provision is the 
usual one based on election precincts 
in Chicago and in smaller cities and 
other governmental units shall be sub 
mitted to the entire political subdi- 
vision.

Immediately afte e bnew robbery 
law went into effec€ the board paroled 
several hundred men sentenced under 
the old law. The practice was stopped 
when the attorney general ruled that 
those convicted under the old law 
must serve the minimum of ten years 
before being eligible for parole. 
Ruling Causes Unrest. 


The ruling, upheld in several court 
decisions, caused a great deal of un- 
rest in the Illinois penitentiaries. Dis- 
satisfaction among the prisoners serv- 
ing the long robbery sentence was 
geen as a factor in the 1931 riots at 
Joliet,’ in which four convicts were 
killed. 

It was said yesterday that, while 
in theory the power of the governv! 


‘to grant pardons after conviction is 


unlimited, the board does not wish to 
recommend the issuance of 450 par- 
dons at one time. Therefore the~pris- 
oners are to be released in groups, ac- 
cording to present plans, and the first 
group probably will be released in *% 
short time. 

Members of the board of pardons 
and paroles have studied each indi- 
vidual case of the “ten year to life’ 
prisoners. In every instance where 
circumstances warrant, and where 
there is little likHhood that the prie- 
oner is an habitual criminal or will 
become a ward of the state, it is 
planned to issue conditional pardons 


How Pardon “Vill Operate. 


The manner in which the condi- 
tional pardon would work was ex 
Plained yesterday as follows: 

A person convicted of robbery armed 
in 1926 would, under ordinary circum- 
Stances, have to remain in prison until 
193¢ before ‘being eligible for parole. 
Under the new plan if the prisoner 
meets all the usual requirements for 
parole, a conditional pardon would be 
issued, the condition being that the 
prisoner would agree to abide by the 
restrictions placed on a parolee until 
1936 when his minimum sentence 
woud be served. At that time, under 
the plan, the pardon would be made 
absolute. If the prisoner violated the 
parole agreement in the interim he 
could be returned to prison. 

“I am inclined to think this method 
is sane and humanitarian,” Henry 
Barrett Chamberlin, operating director 
of the Chicago Crime commission, said 
yesterday when told of the plan. 
“Each case, of course, should be con- 
sidered on its merit‘and the men serv- 
ing ten to life terms not handled in 
bulk. 


Cause of Much Unrest. 


“The condition caused by the 
change in the robbery law has caused 
much unrest in I[llinois prisons. It 
Was only human and natura] for a 
man sentenced under the longer term 
to object when he saw another sen. 
tneced for the same offense set free 
after serving one-tenth of the oid 
sentence.” 

Wilbert Crowley, first § assistant 
state’s attorney, said he had not been 
notified of the proposed pardon plan. 

“The matter is up to the attorney 
general,” Crowley said, “but I as- 
sume we will be notified shortly if he 
has sanctioned the plan. If the plan 
is put into operation the state's 2t- 
torney’s staff certainly will scan the 
list of those proposed for parole with 
great care. If any hardened criminals 
get on it we will be present to oppose 
their liberation.

The Illinois commerce commission 
yesterday granted the Illinois North- 
ern Utilities company permission ‘tw 
cut its rates bejow those charged by 
the municipally operated electric licht 
plant which was put into operation 
by the city of Geneseo, in Henry coun- 
ty, on Nov. 1.

Rockford, Ill., Dec. 13.—[Special.]— 
Stains on the green and white cot- 
ton frock Mrs, May Hanson wore the 
night of Aug. 13 last, when her 42 
year old divorced husband, Har! C., 
was burned to death on the driveway 
of her home, were analyzed today by 
Dr. William D. McNally of Chicago 
before a jury in the Circuit court of 
Judge Arthur HB. Fisher. Mrs, Han- 
son is on trial for the torch murder 
of. her former husband, 

Dr. McNally was shown a sample 
of the reddish berries which form a 
state exhibit, berries picked from the 
bush honeysuckle plants in Mrs. Hém- 


son’s yard near the driveway, and the 
green and white dress. He then tes- 


tified that he had subjected the dress} 


stains to “chemical reagents and 
ultra violet diagnosis” and had come 
to the conclusion that the stains on 
the dress were made by berries sim- 
jlar to those found in the Hanson 
yard. 

Previous witnesses have testified 
that in the bushes near the driveway 
berries were found crushed on the 
ground. The state contends that from 
this vantage point near the driveway 
Mrs. Hanson hurled the gasoline on 
her husband and then flung the porce- 
lain bowl across the fence, where it 
was found in an adjacent field that 
night. 

Finds Coat Was Scorched. 


Dr. McNally testified that he found 
the brown wool coat already shown to 
have been worn by Mrs. Hanson the 
night of Aug. 13 was scorched on the 
front and right side and right sleeve. 
He also: examined a section of compo- 
sition matting from the running board 
near the driver’s seat of Hanson’s car 
and found it to have been warped by 
flame. 

Under strenuous objection. from 
John E. Goembel, defense attorney, 
Dr. McNally testified that he had ex- 
amined the gasoline found in a gallon 
can in Mrs. Hanson's garage after the 
tragedy and the sediment found in- 
side the porcelain bowl. 

“ After making tests with the gaso- 
line 1 concluded that if gasoline of 
that mixture were placed in the porce- 
lain bowl and ignited it would leave 
such a sediment as the bow! now con- 
tains—actually a carbon,” he said. 

Questioned by State’s Attorney Rob- 
ert E. Nash, Dr. McNally stated that 
on examination of remnants of Bar! 
Hansoh’s clothing he determined that 
“ea highly inflammable substance had 
been added to the fabric to cause it 
to burn as it had.” 


Diary and Letters Read. 


In midafternoon the jury and a 
packed courtroom, after having lapsed 
into the doldrums earlier in the day, 
were enlivened by the reading of the 
diary and four letters previously 
shown to have been written by Mrs. 
Hanson. 

Pronouncing with elocutionary em- 
phasis the phrases “the dirty yellow 
pup,” “the dirty skunk,” “the sneak- 
ing pup,” “the filthy Mar,” etc., which 
were repeated with almost monotonous 
regularity in Mrs, Hanson’s diary, As- 
sistant State’s Attorney Max Weston 
had no difficulty in keeping the jurors’ 
attention as he read from the “ little 
brown book.”

After a particularly virulent 
letter she turned to her aunt, Mrs. 
Ralph Hanson, a sister of her mother 
who married a brother of her father, 
next to her, and, smiling uncertainly, 
whispered audibly: “Such language.” 


Defendant Blushes and Laughs. 


Immediately after they were read a 
recess was declared. The child, her 
aunt, a, cousin of June, a youngish 
man, and June’s maternal grandmoth- 
er all rushed smilingly up to Mrs. 
Hanson. 

“Blushes. blushes.” Mrs. Hanson 
said, laughing broadly and pointing to 
her face. 

“ Well, I had to express myself the 
way the situation called for. Il guens 
he wouldn't be very flattered if he 
were here now.” 

The first letter, dated Feb. 19, 19382, 
which was nine months after the Han- 
sons separated, was addressed to Rob- 
ert Gaylord, president of the Inger- 
soll Milling Machine company. Han- 
son was his assistant. One paragraph 
read: 

“But in the meantime if you value 
his services any and can stand the 
stench of a dirty stock hog, I'd advise 
keeping him there, for if ever he is 
found on these premises, molesting 
June and I again, I'll horse WHIP 
the filthy yellow hide clean off of him, 
and cripple that damned rotten lying 
tongue of his so that sneaky liar has 
done its last piece of rotten work. 
But let me warn you that if ever he 
is caught prowling around here again, 
I'll vow he'll not look the same when 
he leaves.” 

Praises Self in Anonymous Note. 

In another letter addressed to Gay- 
lord,’ designed as anonymous but iden- 


tified by a hand writing expert wit- 
ness as having been written by Mrs. 


Hanson, dated Oct. 7, 1931, Mrs. Han- 


son praises herself, saying “a better 
woman can’t be found,” and accuses 
Hanson of “ spreading rotten stories” 
about her. Alluding to herself, it says 
in part: 

“The poor sick woman has given 
up her health and best years for [his 
convenience] and devoting her entire 
time to care for and nurse their 
feeble minded child until she's too run 
down and ill to perform for him as he 
sees fit. But that ian't where the trou- 
ble lies. It was Mr. Hanson's folks 
that broke up that home.” 

The child alluded to is another 
daughter, 10 years old, who is in an 
institution in Axtell, Neb. 

In an undated letter written to a 
woman grocer, a paragraph reads: 

“June asks you not to bother to 
send out anything the filth buys for 
her. She refuses to accept anything 
from a rotten thief and sneaky liar 
as she regards the Swede.” 

Diary Entries Brief. 


Entries in the diary, which are 
dated from Dec, 26, 1930, to April 17, 
1931, are brief, concerning largely 
mention of baking, mending, ironing. 
etc., and Mrs. Hanson's characteris- 
tic descriptions of her husband, who 
separated from her in May, 1931. 

Although in certain entries she re- 
lates how she went shopping or to 
motion picture shows, in others she 
complains of “ starving.” On Jan. 21, 
she wrote: “Am half starved. To- 
night I refuse to get any more meals 
for the yellow cur.” 

On March 13, she wrote: “I bought 
some oysters with some money I! 
earned and he ate them all up on me 
—the dirty ——.”

Most of the final session of the con- 
wm tne Hotel Sherman was 
given o¥er’w a uiscussion of 29 reso- 
lutions covering almost every phase 
of national interest to farmers. The 
farmers voted to oppose the Tugwell 
bill to regulate the merchandising of 
food and drugs, urging that the 
present food and drug act be amend- 
ed to prevent fraud or unfair trade 
practices, 

Express Sympathy for AAA. 

The federation expressed sympathy 
with the administration of the agri- 
culture adjustment act, but pointed 
mut that “enough time and effort 
have been given to reconcile opposi- 
tion to this legislation, which opposi- 
tion largely consists of those who 
have enjoyed unjust and unfair ad- 
vantages under the old sy of pro- 
cessing and distribution.” 

Such delay, the federation’s resolu- 
tion charged, is resulting in “the 
bankruptcy of many more farmers and 
gannot be further condoned.” 

The resolution urged that every 
power of the farm adjustment act be 


immediately invoked to put into ef- 


fect parity prices for farm commodi- 
ties. It recommended that the farm 
act be broadened to include cther farm 
com modities; that its trade agreement 
section be amended to provide agree- 
ments by the government witi pro- 
ducers and processors, and that only 
those persons “known to be thor- 
oughly sympathetic to and capable of 
successful administration be retained.”

. Clashes with the meat packers over 


failure to boost hog prices. The pack- 
ers have insisted that the refusal of

ment has given them no protection 
against price cutting and other unfair 
trade practices. Millers, food distribu- 
tors and other processing groups also 
are under fire of the AAA, with the 
farm bureau leadership siding with 
Wallace, 
Indorses Export Program. 

Having approved the stand taken 
by Secretary Wallace in his address 
to the convention Tuesday, the feder- 
ation added a resolution commend- 
ing the new program of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt to explore foreign out- 
lets for farm commodities.

MILWAUKEE FINDS GOOD) 

IN ADVERSITY. 

City officials in Milwaakee, who have squirmed 
through trying years, finding cash for pay rolls, 
facing tax delinquencies, and trying to make 
financial ends meet, rejoice to find they ‘have 
done better than they expected. They have gone 
elong from week to week, not always showing 
their best faces against necessity and hoping that 
things would come out all right. 

In this they seem to have succeeded and Con- 
troller W. H. Wendt announces for the first time 
in years that the city has not had to make the 
usual short term loans. There is money on hand 
for bond payments and interest, salaries are pro- 
vided for, and everything is rosy. 

The city employés who, without being consulted, 
loaned several Mienth® pay to take care of bond 
maturities and @nterest fast July, will pass 
through «a shuilar period in e¢lity finaneing .in 
January Without moré than a Week or s@ delay 
in salaries, if any. The city debt is seven or eight 
million dollars lower than its peak, delinquent 
taxes are being liquidated satisfactorily. Milwau- 
kee is all right and its books balance. 

There is a disposition to attribute this te various 
causes. 

The real cause and the perfectly obvious one 
4s that Milwaukee has been practicing rigid econ- 
omy for the last year or so and now is reaping 
the reward. 

A year ago at budget making time the taxpay- 
ers voted in a referendum ordinance and 90,000 
of them ordered the tax fixing officials down to 
earth. 

The taxpayers, given a chance to express them- 
gelves, decided in favor of cutting their city oper- 
ations to meet their reduced incomes, just as they 
had to cut their own expenditures. They adopted 
ean ordinance, to continue for two years, forbid 
ding the council to fix a budget of more than 
$17,000,000, exclusive of the schools and the public 
debt. They also set the maximum tax levy for all 
purposes other than schools, fire and police, and 
@ublic debt, at $2,000,000. 

The council consequently set the tax rate at 
$22.40, which was $3.56 a thousand under the rate 
of the previous year....Thia year they have aha 
the tax rate at $23.33, an increase, but still unaer 
the maximum of the ordinance,

15.-—[Spe- 
clal.]—«Michigan played to 67,252 more 
spectators in the five home games of 
the 1938 football season than during 


the five games played here in 1932, 
the annual report of Prof. Raiph W. 
Aigler, chairman of the board in con- 
tro] of physical education, discloses. 
Total attendance figures were 201,663 | 
for the five home games this year, and 
144,301 for the 1932 contests. The 
report says additional revenues Were 
not commensurate because of reduced 
ticket prices. 


Sports Income Is $188,425.98. 


The report, except for attendance 
figures of the football season just 
closed, covers the fiscal year ended 
June 30 and shows that the board was 
able to reduce bank loans by $30,000, 
a showing considered favorable. This 
was done despite the fact that foot- 
ball income was nearly $60,000 less 
than the preceding year. Salary re- 
ductions and virtual elimination of 
plant additions made the showing pos- 
sible. 

Income from sports was $188,425.98, 
of. which $178,655.27 came from foot- 
ball. Disbursements totaled §$100,- 
$43.48. Basketball, track, baseball, 
training, and swimming showed the 
largest deficits,

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Stockholders Sue on 
Insull Contracts, 


BY THOMAS FURLONG. 


The “ super-power ” contracts which 
tie together the great operating utility 
companies of the Chicago metropolitan. 
area in providing for an interchange 
of electrical energy were made the 
target of a suit in the Superior court 
yesterday brought by two stockholders 
of the Commonwealth Edison, the big- 
gest company in the group. 

Without challenging the fundamen- 
tal idea of the “ super-power” prin- 
ciple, which. Samuel Insull was a 
pioneer in developing, the suing stock- 
holders declare that the existing agree- 
ments, by reason of a modification 
made in 1929, are unfair to the Com- 
monwealth Edison company. 

The Edison company, the bill alleges, 
being the strongest company in. the 
group, is saddled with the burden of 
carrying charges for unused produc- 
ing capacity which should rightfully 
be borne by the other companies which 
are parties to the agreement. 


Charge $5,000,000 Diverted. 


Approximately $5,000,000 is being 
wrongfully diverted each year from the 
Edison company to carry this load, the 
bill alleges. An accounting of $14,- 
000,000 paid since 1929 in such charges 
is asked, 

The stockholders bringing the suit 
were Owen Barton Jones, 140 South 
Dearborn street, member of a wealthy 
Chicago family, and George A. Bates, 
also of Chicago. Both complaipants 
are clients of .the investment manage- 
ment firm of Sidney Stein Jr. & Asso- 
clates, which was responsible for be- 
ginning the action. Attorney Herbert 
Pope of the firm’ of Butler, Pope, Bal- 
lard & Hiting filed the bill. 

Directors of the Edison company are 
made defendants in the action, along 
with the company itself and the four: 
other concerns which subscribe to the 
interchange of energy contracts, The 
other companies concerned are the 
Public Service Company of Northern 
Illinois, the Northern Indiana Public 
Service company and the Western 
United Power and Light company. 


Directors Named in Suit. 


Only two of the present Edison 
board, James Simpson, now chairman 
of the company, and Solomon A. 
Smith, president of the Northern 
Trust company, were directors when 
the contracts were modified in 1929, 
the bill sets forth, 

The bill asks that the Edison com- 
pany be enjoined from paying any 
more of these charges. Besides Mr. 
Simpson and Mr, Smith, the directors 
named in the suit are Edward J. 
Doyle, president of the company; Se- 
well L. Avery, L. EB. Block, Joseph 
M. Cudahy, Thomas HB. Donnelley, and 
Albert H. Wetten. 

The bill, a 55 page document, goes 
into great detail on the technical ar- 
rangements made in the inter-com- 
pany agreements for the interchange 
of power. Unless each company main- 
tained a fixed reserve producing ca- 
pacity above its normal peak load it 
was required to pay penalties to other 
parties to the agreement whose re- 
serve capacity was in excess of the 
specified quota. 

Thus the cost of maintaining this 
excess capacity, which was needed to 
care for future expansion and ab- 
normal demand, was equalized among 
the varlous companies subscribing to 
the agreement. As long as the excess 
capacity quota remained fixed the 
agreement worked to the benefit of 
all parties, the bill sets forth, 
Charge Agreements Were Changed. 

However, in 1929, the bill adds, this 
clause of the contract was changed so 
that the excess capacity quota should 
be determined by mutual agreement of 
the various companies. 

At this time the Edison company’s 
payments into the pool were steadily 
declining because of the construction 
program which was bringing up its 
plant capacity close to its quota. When 
its capacity reached the quota the 
company was under no obligation to 
make further payments, the bill sets 
forth. This would have resulted in 
requiring the other companies to pay 
the expense of carrying their own ex- 
cess plant. Instead, however, the cost 
was transferred to the Edison com- 
pany, which was better able financially 
to carry the load, the suit asserts. 

The board of the Edison company, 

because a majority of its members 
were also directors of the other com- 
panies in the group, was incapable 
of acting independently for the sole 
interest of Edison stockholders and 
thus agreed to the change, the bill 
adds. 
Whe bill aes not deny that the 
agreement was in the interest of the 
general welfare of the companies, as 
a group, but asserts that it was det- 
rimental to the Edison company and 
its stockholders. Because the other 
companies—particularly the Northern 
Illinois and Northern Indiana proper- 
ties—had expanded more rapidly than 
Edison they reaped the benefit of the 
modification, it was asserted.
